But men may ſay, yhyproduce l thefe 
enſamples of ſpayling of Idols, & Idola- 
trous temples. Secing,that' by thejuſte 
judgementot God;they are , &'were all 
deſtroyed.I anſwer, that the cauſe wher- 
fore the true God of heauen; brought 
ſuch puniſhments 'vpon them, whoſpoi- 
led their own falle gods; was; becatſe of 
the Sacrilegious contempt , whichtheſe *' 
men did to them whome they heldeifor | 
[Their gods; and ſo were enemies to their 
own relicques whichthey profeſſed: & 
that may ſ{eruc to'reach the Sacrilegious 
of our daies, how more ſeverely they de- 
ſerne to be puniſhed,cither here or hEce? 
who, profeſſingtheknowledg of rhetrue 
60d,vſc ſuchprofancattempes, contrary 
rotheir Religion. For,1sto ſuch rake-hell | 
honndes,as was Dionyſius the tyranne of | 
Sicilia, who can but abhor the Sacnſegi- | 
ous , ſpewing out their abhominable | 
taunts. Who after his Sacrilege commit- 
ted in ſpoylingof his gods , hauinga fa» 
" vorable windein his navigation,fatdeto | 

men, yee fee friends, how tavorablethe 
gods be to the Sacrilegious. And com- 
TS, "ming 
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mingtothe;Temple of | Jupiter fv us, 
drew from him-his gold cloak,skofhng, 
that ic wasta9 beauy to him forſtimer,&e 
toocold forwinter,& taking fro AEſcula:, 
pies his golden beard, faide,tt ſeemed not 
the fame to:haue a beard;& the father 4- 
paihnrobebeardles. As alſo, when he took 
ofal the gifts that wer offred to the id

Bren» 
mnwocalſo(of whom I ſpak'beforc)asTrogus 
Pampeias reports,ſpoyling the temples of

andthe other, Deonyſias, as is reported of
